a misnomer. No one is sworn 
to secrecy. 
Any 
councilman 
and any m ember of the paid 
staff is free to tell 
anyone 
what 
was discussed at 
the 
conference” which is the cor­ 
rect term. Now to get 
back 
to the question as to w hy the 
conferences are held. 
Municipal government is a 
complex subject and includes 
engineering, 
finance, p l a n ­ 
ning, and law to name a few 
of the sciences and professions 
involved. Most councllmcn feel 
they can m ake a more intelli­ 
gent decision on a subject if 
they can sit down with the city 
manager, 
city 
attorney’, 
or 
planning director, spread out a 


m ap or a contract and ask a 
groat m any questions. O ften­ 
times they will insist on in ­ 
specting a p r o j e c t on the 
ground before m aking a deci­ 
sion. 
The critics of secret m eet­ 
ings 
alw ays complain 
they 
have no w ay of knowing how 
this or that 
councilman a r ­ 
rived at his decision. The d e ­ 
cision he makes is the im por­ 
tant thing—that's what is felt 
by the people, not the how or 
why. Even so, a new s reporter 
is still privileged at the end 
of an official meeting to ask 
a councilman w hy he voted 
as he did. 


NOW SUPPOSE the Legisla­ 
ture does pass a law prohibit­ 
ing so-called secret meetings. 
Will conscientious counciImcn 
pass judgment on important 
m atters 
without 
asking 
a d ­ 
vice of thoir constituents, the 
city manager, the city a tto r­ 
ney. or perhaps the views of 
a fellow councilman? Accord­ 
ing to the critics each one of 
these conversations is secret 
unless the press is there. Such 
a law would impinge on the 


right of free people to a s ­ 
semble. 
Intelligent men and women 
have been meeting in groups 
in so-called secret 
m eetings 
for the betterment of our go v ­ 
ernm ent for a long time and 
the press isn't going to change 
the habit. The Constitution of 
the United 
States w as p re ­ 
pared behind closed d o o r s 
under the tightest secrecy. It 
was then adopted by the States 
in open meeting. Once in a 
while we can learn valuable 
lessons from history.
